"R oosevelt will be given full op­ 
portu nity to explain his foreign po* 
Jitical 
policies,’’ 
Adam son 
said, 
adding tha t he felt R oosevelt’s re­ 
m ark s also should be investigated 
by a grand, Jury. 
Adam son said the grand Jury 
could determ ine if there had been 
any 
violation of 
the Logan 
act 
which prohibits giving counsel or 
advice aga inst the inte rests of the 
U nited S tate s or h%ving corre­ 
spondence w ith foreign pow ers re­ 
gard 
the foreign policy oi the 
U nited Acates. 
Adam son said he and Wood had 
discussed 
an 
investigation 
of 
Roosevelt before, but decided to 
w ait and "see w hat he would do 
next.”

PITTSBURGH, Nov . 30—Unem­ 
ploy ment upread throughout the 
country today in coal-consum ing 
industries as the soft coal strike 
entered its tenth day . 
New production cutbacks, short­ 
er work-weeks and m ass lay offs 
were predicted in the steel indus­ 
try nex t week. 
Coal piles continued to dwindle, 
and industry in general prepared 
to meet the emergency by slashing 
production and sav ing the precious 
fuel for the barest necessities. The 
full blow is still one to two weeks 
away , according to a steel com ­ 
pany spokesman 
The coal strike has idled more 
than 70.000 workers in steel, rail­ 
roads, and sm all industries. It had 
brought about a reduction in work 
schedules for many thousands of 
others who will find 
their pre- 
Christmas pay checks greatly re­ 
duced. 


Hard Blow Ex pected 


Curtailment of basic steel m ak­ 
ing would strike a hard blow in 
allied industries within a short 
time.

PAUL W'ENT to Ephesus, a 
grea t Greek city lo cated in Asia 
Mino r. There he fo und a number 
o f brethren and he esked them if 
they had receiv ed the Holy Gho st. 
They replied that “We hav e no t 
so much a s heard whether there 
be any Ho ly Gho st.” He asked 
them by who m they were bap­ 
tized and they said by J o hn the 
Baptist. Paul said J o hn baptized 
“ with the baptism o f repentance, 
•a y lng unto the peo ple, that they 
sho uld 
believ e 
o n 
Him 
which 
sho uld co me a fter him, tha t is. 
Christ J esus.” 
They then willingly were bap­ 
tized in the name o f J esus and 
.the Ho ly Gho st fell upo n them, 
••and they spake with to ngues, 
and 
pro phesied.” 
There 
were 
abo ut 12 o f these men. 
Paul. as he preached and taught 
bo th J ew# and Gentiles, became 
the o bject o f much o ppo sitio n, so 
that at la st he tho ught it best to 
co ntinue his wo rk in the scho o l 
o f o ne Ty rannus, and here he 
co ntinued fo r two y ears. “ Go d 
a lso wro ught special miracles by 
the hands o f Paul, *o that fro m 
his bo dy were bro ught unto the 
sick handkerchiefs o r apro ns, and 
the diseases departed fro m them, 
and the ev il spirits went o ut o f 
them.” 
Certain “ v agabo nd J ews, ex o r­ 
cists” decided 
they to o W’o uld 
driv e spirits o ut o f tho se po s­ 
sessed and pro fit by it. by say ing, 
“ We adjure y o u by J esus who m 
Paul ureacheth." Sev en so ns o f 
o ne, Scev a. a J ew and chief o f the 
priests, did this, but the ev il spirit 
po ssessing 
a 
man 
answered, 
“ J esus I kno w, and Paul I kno w, 
but who are y e ? ” Then the man 
in who m the spirit was leaped 
upo n the bro thers and beat them 
so at last they fled, “ naked and 
wo unded.” 
✓ 


Unbeliev ers Were Afraid 
J ews and Gentiles alike heard 
Of this and were afraid, and “ the 
name o f J esus wa s magnified.” 
Many believ ed and co nfessed their 
misdeeds, 
and 
o thers 
bro ught 
their magical bo o ks and publicly 
burned them. “ So mightily grew 
the wo rd o f Go d and prev ailed.” 
No w there aro se a different o p­ 
po sitio n, fo r o ne Demetrius, a sil­ 
v ersmith who made silv er shrines 
fo r Diana, which bro ught a go o d 
liv ing to him and his fello w cra ft­ 
in g , called the wo rkmen to gether 
and po inted o ut to them that Paul 
wa s turning peo ple away fro m the 
wo rship o f Diana, and so they 
v /ere lo sing tra de;-the “ temple o f 
the great go ddess Diana sho uld 


be despised, and her magnificence 
sho uld*, be destro y ed, who m a ll 
Asia/arid th© wo rld wo rshipped.*' 
The wo rkmen grew angry , cry * 
Ing, “ Great is Diana o f the Ephe* 
alans,” which filled the who le city 
with co nfusio n. The men caught 
two o f Pa ul’s co mpanio ns, Gaiua 
and Aristarchus, and rushed with 
them into the theater. Paul tried 
to get in, to o , but was prev ented 
by his friends. The to wn clerk, o r 
may o r, ho wev er, quieted the pee* 
pie, say ing, “ Ye men o f Ephesus, 
what man is there that kno weth 
no t ho w tha t the city o f the 
Ephesians in a wo rshipper o f the 
grea t go ddess Diana, and o f the 
image which fell do wn fro m J upi* 
ter? 
“ Seeing that these thing# can* 
no t be spo ken against, y e o ught 
to be quiet, and to do no thing 
rashly . 
“ Fo r y e hav e bro ught hither 
these men, which are neither ro b­ 
bers o f churches, no r y et blas­ 
phemers o f y o ur go ddess. Where­ 
fo re if Demetrius and the cra fts­ 
men which are with him, hav e a 
matter against any man, the law 
Is o pen, and there are deputies: 
let them implead o ne ano ther.” 
He assured them tha t lf they 
had a ny thing against any man, it 
sho uld be determined in a lawful 
assembly , witho ut upro ar. So sa y ­ 
ing he dismissed them, prev enting 
pro bable blo o dshed. 
Paul Go es to Macedo nia 
After all this Paul called hit 
disciples to him, embraced them 
and departed fo r Macedo nia. 
Ten y ears later. Paul, no w a 
priso ner, wro te his letter to the 
Ephesians, the fo urth chapter o f 
which is assigned to o ur lesso n. 
This fo urth chapter o f Ephe­ 
sians is so full o f gems o f wis­ 
do m and adv ice o n Christian liv ­ 
ing. that it is impo ssible to quo te 
much 
therefro m. 
It sho uld 
be 
earnestly studied by the teacher 
and the pupils sho uld learn a t 
least so me o f the pa ssa ges by 
heart where they will be remem­ 
bered in later y ears. 
He reminds the Ephesians tha t 
as Christians they must put away 
their fo rmer sinful feelings and 
“ be renewed in the spirit o f y o ur 
mind; And that y e put o n the 
new man, which after Go d is cre­ 
ated in righteo usness and true 
ho liness. 
“ Wherefo re putting a way ly ing, 
speak ev ery man truth with his 
neighbo r; fo r we are members o f 
o ne ano ther. Be y e angry and 
sin no t; let no t the sun go do wn 
upo n y o ur wrath. . . . 
“ Let all bitterness, and wrath 
and anger, and clamo ur, and ev il 
speaking, be put away fro m y o u, 
with all malice: 
, 
“ And be y e kind o ne to ano th­ 
er, tenderhearted, fo rgiv ing o n#

New Vitamin K Chewing Gum 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, BUD. 


YESTERDAY I called attention 
to the suggestion that vitamin K, 
needed in the body for the normal 
clotting of the blood, might also be 
useful in the treatm ent of hives. 
Now this talented vitamin appears 
in still another role—as a preven­ 
tive of caries or tooth decay. 
This use of vitamin K has been 
thoroughly studied by Dr. D. Y. 
Burrill and co-work ers of Chicago. 
Vitamin K was put into chewing 
gum, together with a substance 
k nown as calcium carbonate. It 
would appear that the chewing 
gum is a good means of spreading 
the vitamin throughout the mouth 
during the action of chewing, and 
in this way seems to aid materially 
in the prevention of tooth decay, 
even when the diet contains a 
great deal of sugar. The chewing 
gum itself may have some cleans­ 
ing effect and also helps to stimu­ 
late the flow of alk aline saliva. 
In Mouth Wash 
Vitamin K could also be put into 
mouth washes, tooth pastes and, 
possibly, into sugar and syrup. It 
is thought that the vitamin acts 
by preventing the formation of 
acids in the mouth which, it is be­ 
lieved, damage the teeth and allow 
decay to develop. 
It has been'noted that tooth de­ 


cay may also be prevented to some 
degree by the use of fluorine in 
drink ing water by persons who 
are particularly susceptible to 
tooth decay. According to Dr. Bur­ 
rill, however, the vitamin K gum 
decreases caries or tooth decay to 
a greater extent than does the use 
of the fluorine-containing drink ing 
water. Vitamin K may not have 
any effect in slowing down the 
progress of decay, once it is well 
started, but it seems to help in 
k eeping the decay from beginning. 


A Group Test 
In carrying out the study on the 
vitamin K, one group of persons 
chewed the gum with the vitamin 
K in it after each meal for ten 
minutes, over a period of 18 
months. Another group used the 
gum containing only calcium car­ 
bonate. The vitamin K gum re­ 
duced the occurrence of new cavi­ 
ties from 60 per cent, to 9 0 per 
cent., while the effect of the gum 
without the vitamin K was only 
half as good. There would seem to 
be no conditions in which this 
form of tooth decay prevention 
should not be employed. 
As yet, this gum is not avail­ 
able for sale, but it is hoped that 
some preparations will soon be 
made which th* public may em­ 
ploy.

"But though self-expression is 
free to all there Is one thing above 
all that no one here at home dare 
belittle or scourge or question be­ 
fore the returned soldier. . . . And 
that is his ideal, the Ideal for 
which he fought For that ideal is 
a part of his armor. It was with 
him In a foxhole on Guadalcanal 
and behind a hedgerow in Nor­ 
mandy and In the Coral Sea and 
over Tok yo. 
"The Ideal for which he fought. 
W hat is this ideal, you ask ? What 
is it that is a part of his arm or 
and which you must not belittle or 
scourge or question ? It Is the Ideal 
that he fought for a better world 
not only for himself, not only for 
Americana, but for everybody ail 
over the world. 
"You can no more insult a man’s 
ideal without his fighting to de­ 
fend it than you can insult a wom­ 
an he loves without his fighting to 
defend her. The things that men 
hold most dear, the things for 
which they fight, heedless of self 
or em barrassing consequences, are 
not tangible. They are the lntangi 
hies of honor and love. . . . And not 
only was Joseph Blaine’s Ideal tn 
fruited, but the Jdeal of all those 
who

to

graves with them. He k new that 
He was defending the Ideal of 
those w’ho could no longer fight 
for theirs. 
"Would you have your soldiers 
different? Would you have them 
leave their homes and families and 
tak e up arm s and k ill without an 
Ideal? WITHOUT an ideal, war is 
bestial and barbaric. WITH an 
ideal, It is a crusade. We k now, 
we all k now, that this w'ar has 
been a crusade AGAINST bestial­ 
ity and barbarism. 
"And that is why, gentlemen of 
the Jury, I say that Joseph Blaine 
was defending his honor when he 
struck Ernest Fitzhugh, defending 
not only his. but the honor of all 
former soldiers who have been ren­ 
dered unfit by wounds to fight and 
all those who have died for that 
ideal."

Beoddy will be at the veterans’ 
service renter in the courthouse, 
Circleville, every Friday from 9 
a. rn. to 4 p. rn. 
Veterans who use th eir bonds to 
pay for National Service life in­ 
surance, or U. S. government in­ 
surance, will receive a receipt for 
the full amount of the bond, plus 
interest accruing to the end of the 
month in which assignment to V A 
is made. 
Bonds are acceptable by VA for 
payment of premiums, application 
for new insurance, reinstatement, 
or conversion from term insur­ 
ance to a permanent plan. V A now 
offers a veteran his choice of a 
wide variety of permanent insur­ 
ance plans, including ordinary life, 
twenty payment life, thirty pay­ 
ment life, and three endowment 
plans. 
Veterans cannot use their bonds 
for insurance with the intent of 
converting those bonds into cash 
prior to the m aturity date of the 
security. If the amount of the 
bond, plus interest, exceeds the 
cost of the insurance payment, V A 
cannot reimburse cash to the vet­ 
eran immediately, but can accredit 
the balance to future insurance 
commitments, or arrange with the 
U. S. Treasury to forward a check 
to that veteran for the balance 
due. however, that check will be 
sent only after the bond matures. 
Any insurance collection center \ 
of the VA is equipped to accept 
these assignable bonds, and to Is­ 
sue a counter receipt. Veterans arc 
urged to bring their policy num­ 
ber. if they call in person at VA 
installations. Tf payment ie com­ 
pleted by mail, it is imperative 
that tho veteran include his full 
name and address, and policy num­ 
ber with each remittance. 
The insurance accounts of all 
veterans residing in the arca of 
Ohio.

A Letter on Christian Living 


HIGHLIGHTS ON THE SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 


By NEWMAN CAMPBELL 
(The 
International 
Uniform 
Lesson on the above topic for 
Dec. I Is Acts 19:1-20:1; Ephe­ 
sians. tbs Memory Verse being 
Ephesians 4 33, * Be ye kind one 
to another.") 


FAUL W'ENT to Ephesus, a 
S 
eat Greek city located in Avn 
inor There he found a number 
of brethren and he tsked them if 
they had received the Holy Ghost. 
They replied that "We have not 
so much as heard whether there 
bs any Holy Ghost.” He tsked 
them by whom they were bap­ 
tised and they said by John the 
Baptist. Paul said John baptized 
•‘with the baptism of repentance, 
saying unto the people, that they 
should 
believe 
on Him 
which 
should come after him, th at is. 
Christ Jesus.” 
They then willingly were bap­ 
tized in the name of Jesus and 
the Holy Ghost fell upon them, 
"and they spake with tongues, 
and 
prophesied.” 
There 
were 
about 12 of these men. 
Paul, as he preached and taught 
both J ewe and Gentiles, became 
the object of much opposition, so 
that at last he thought it best to 
continue his work in the school 
of one Tyrannua, snd here he 
continued for two years. "God 
also wrought special miracles by 
the hands of Paul, so th at from 
his body were brought unto the 
sick hsndkerchiefs or aprons, and 
the diseases departed from them. 
and th# evil spirits went out of 
them .” 
Certain "vagabond Jews, exor­ 
cists" decided they too would 
drive spirits out of those pos­ 
sessed and profit by it, by saying. 
"We adjure you by Jesus whom 
Paul ftreacheth." Seven sons of 
one, Sceva, a Jew and chief of the 
priests, did this, but the evil spirit 
possessing 
a 
man 
answered, 
"Jesus I know, and Paul I know, 
but who are ye?" Then the man 
In whom the spirit was leaped 
upon the brothers and beat them 
so a t last they fled, “naked and 
wounded.” 
/ 


Unbelievers Were Afraid 
Jews and Gentiles alike heard 
t i this and were afraid, and "the 
name of Jesus was magnified." 
Many believed and confessed their 
misdeeds, 
and 
others 
brought 
their magical books and publicly 
burned them. “So mightily grew 
the word of God and prevailed.” 
Now there arose a different op­ 
position, for one Demetrius, a sil­ 
versmith who made silver shrines 
for Diana, which brought a good 
living to him and his fellow craft- 
men, called the workmen together 
and pointed out to them th at Paul 
was turning people away from the 
worship of Diana, and so they 
w ert losing trade;-the "temple of 
the great goddess Diana should 


be ^despised, and her magnificence 
should- be destroyed, whom all 
Asia and th© world w orshipped.’’ 
The workmen grew angry, cry* 
log. "Great is Diana of the Ephe. 
alans,” which filled the whole city 
with confusion. The men caught 
two of P au ls companions, Gaiua 
and Aristarchus, and rushed with 
them into the theater. Paul tried 
to get In, too, but was prevented 
by his friends The town clerk, or 
mayor, however, quieted the peo* 
pie, saying, “Ye men of Ephesus, 
what man Is there th at knoweth 
not how that the city of the 
Ephesians is a worshipper of the 
great goddess Diana, and of the 
image which fell down from Jupi* 
ter? 
"Seeing that these things cen* 
not be spoken against, ye ought 
to be quiet, and to do nothing 
rashly. 
"F or ye have brought hither 
these men. which are neither rob­ 
bers of churches, nor yet blas­ 
phemers of your goddess. Where­ 
fore lf Demetrius and the crafts­ 
men which are with him, have a 
m atter against any man. the law 
is open, and there are deputies: 
let them implead one another.” 
He assured them th a t lf they 
had anything against any man. it 
should be determined in a lawful 
assembly, without uproar. So say­ 
ing he dismissed them, preventing 
probable bloodshed. 
Paul Goes to Macedonia 
A fter all this Paul called hts 
disciples to him, embraced them 
and departed for Macedonia. 
Ten years later. Paul, now a 
prisoner, wrote his letter to the 
Ephesians, the fourth chapter of 
which Is assigned to our lesson. 
This fourth chapter of Ephe­ 
sians is so full of gems of wis­ 
dom and advice on Christian liv­ 
ing. th at it Is impossible to quote 
much therefrom. It should be 
earnestly studied by the teacher 
and the pupils should learn at 
least some of the passages by 
heart where they will be remem­ 
bered In later years. 
He reminds the Ephesians th at 
as Christians they must put away 
their form er sinful feelings and 
"be renewed in the spirit of your 
mind; And that ye put on the 
new man, which after God is cre­ 
ated In righteousness and tm * 
holiness. 
"W herefore putting away lying, 
speak every man truth with his 
neighbor; for we are members of 
one another. Be ye angry and 
sin not; let not the sub go down 
upon your w-rath. . . . 
"Let all bitterness, and w rath 
and anger, and clamour, and evil 
speaking, be put away from you, 
with all malice: 
"And be ye kind one to anoth­ 
er, tenderhearted, forgiving one 
another, even as God for C hrist’s 
asks. hath forgiven you.** 


"I will lift up mine eyes to the 
hills 
from 
whence 
cometh 
my 
help. My help cometh from the 
hills.” 
T ranslated more literally, "My 


help cometh from on high.” In 
prayer and supplication, we lift 
our eyes to the heavens or high 
places. Instinctively we think of 
God as being on a higher plane 


than ourselves. We look up to 
Him. From Him cometh our help 
The high ground has been re­ 
garded 
through 
the 
ages 
as 
ground which lends Itself to holy 
things. God made the mountains.

We marvel at the tides, ebbing 
and flowing twice daily. The sun 


comes up every day. R a h year the 
seasons change from Spring to 
Summer.

Man has never ! existence. Birth we have all exper­ 
ienced. Death all of us must. 
When the g reat problems of life 
arise, we can find our answers to 
them in our churches. There w-e 
bow in devotion, lifting up our 
eyes. God is always there, “even 
unto the end of the world.” In our 
churches we m ay find Him. In our 


continued hearts, we m ust allow the gift af 
the Holy Ghost to enter in, while 
our simple faith leads us to the 
high places of life.

Now this talented vitamin appears 
in still another role—as a preven­ 
tive of caries or tooth decay. 
This us* of vitamin K haa b*en 
thoroughly studied by Dr. D. Y. 
Burrill and co-workers of Chicago. 
Vitamin K was put into chewing 
gum, together with a substance 
known as calcium carbonate. It 
would appear that the chewing 
gum is a good means of spreading 
the vitamin throughout the mouth 
during the action of chewing, and 
in this way seems to aid materially 
in the prevention of tooth decay, 
even when th* diet contain* a 
great deal of sugar. The chewing 
gum itself may have some cleans­ 
ing effect and also helps to stimu­ 
late the flow of alkaline saliva. 
In Mouth Wash 
Vitamin K could also be put into 
mouth washea, tooth pattee and, 
possibly, into sugar and syrup. It 
is thought that the vitamin acta 
by preventing the formation of 
acids in the mouth which, it is be­ 
lieved, damage the teeth and allow 
decay to develop.

According to Dr. Bur­ 
rill, however, the vitamin K gum 
decreases caries or tooth decay to 
a greater extent than does th* us* 
of th* fluorine-containing drinking 
water. Vitamin K may not have 
any effect in alowing down the 
progress of decay, once it is well 
started, but it seems to help in 
keeping the decay from beginning. 


A Group Test 
In carrying out the study on th# 
vitamin K, on* group of persona 
chewed the gum with the vitamin 
K in it after each meal for ten 
minutes, over a period of 18 
months. Another group used th# 
gum containing only calcium car­ 
bonate. The vitamin K gum re­ 
duced the occurrence of now cavi- 
ties from 60 per cent, to 90 per 
cont., w’hile the effect of the gum 
without the vitamin K was only 
half as good. There would seem to 
be no conditions in which thia 
form of tooth decay prevention 
ahouid not be employed. 
As yet, this gum is not avail­ 
able for sale, but it is hoped that 
some preparations w.ll soon be 
made which the public may em­ 
ploy.

It was with 
him In a foxhole on Guadalcanal 
and behind a hedgerow in Nor­ 
mandy and in th* Coral Sea and 
over Tokyo. 
“The ideal for which he fought. 
What la this Ideal, you ask? What 
is it that is a part of his armor 
and which you must not belittle or 
scourge or question ? It is the Ideal 
that he fought for a better world 
not only for himself, not only for 
Americans, but for everybody all 
over the world. 
“You can no more insult a man's 
ideal without his fighting to de­ 
fend it than you can insult a wom­ 
an he loves without his fighting to 
defend her. The things that men 
hold most dear, the thing# for 
which they fight, heedless of self 
or embarrassing consequence#, are 
not tangible.

is made. 
Bonds are acceptable by VA for 
paym ent of premiums, application 
for new insurance, reinstatem ent, , 
or conversion from term insur­ 
ance to a perm anent plan. VA now 
offers a veteran his choice of a 
wide variety of perm anent in su r­ 
ance plans, including ordinary life, 
tw enty paym ent life, th irty pay ­ 
m ent life, and three endow m ent 
plans. 
V eterans cannot use their bonds 
for insurance with the intent of 
converting those bonds into cash 
prior to the m a tu rity date of the 
security. 
If the am ount of the 
bond, plus interest, exceeds the 
cost of the insurance paym ent, VA 
cannot reim burse cash to the v et­ 
eran immediately, but can accredit 
the balance to future insurance 
com m itm ents, or arran g e w ith the
